DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is responsive to communication received 03/07/2008 - 
Amendment. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 4-10 
are allowable over the prior art references of record because it would not have been 
obvious to modify any of the prior art devices of record to include a putter head having 
the alignment attributes detailed by independent claim 1 in combination with a tail 
section that includes two substantially vertical sidewalls, a floor section, a rear section 
and a front wall section that together define a hollow cavity, wherein reference tracks 
are located along the inside faces of the sidewalls. 

The newly cited prior art to Brower (U.S. Patent Des. 228,563) shows what would 
appear to be a cavity disposed reanA/ard of the front face, but fails to show, suggest or 
otherwise render obvious the inclusion of reference tracks in the vertical sidewall 
portions of the cavity, wherein the reference tracks may or may not be viewed as two 
continuous parallel lines. The newly cited reference to McCarthy appears to show 
depressions in the sidewalls that extend rearward of the face plane, but fails to show, 
suggest or render obvious a rear section to help define a cavity and further fails to 
show, suggest or obviate the inclusion of reference tracks in the vertical sidewall 
portions of the cavity, wherein the reference tracks may or may not be viewed as two 
continuous parallel lines. The newly cited reference to Duclos (U.S. Patent 4,128,244) 
shows an arrangement in Figure 6 that provides for a cavity rearward of the face plane

and directed to iron-type clubs, but fails to show, suggest or render obvious the 
inclusion of reference tracks in the vertical sidewall portions of the cavity, wherein the 
reference tracks may or may not be viewed as two continuous parallel lines in a golf 
putter head arrangement.
